How- 
ever, I believe  we  may  derive  a large  measure  of  hope  from  the  success 
of  the  Salk  poliomyelitis  vaccine,  truly  a milestone  in  medical  history. 
From  the  position  of  one  of  the  foremost  cripplers,  this  dread  disease 
will  dwindle  to  insignificance. 

I am  impressed  not  only  with  the  aims  but  also  with  the  accomplish- 
ments of  the  Governor's  Committee  and  the  local  committees.  It  was  my 
privilege  to  be  present  at  the  judging  of  the  winners  in  the  first  state 
handicapped  poster  contest.  The  enlisting  of  youth  - our  hope  for  tomor- 
row - by  this  means  and  the  annual  essay  contest  is  a particularly  valu- 
able aspect  of  your  program. 

You  have  the  pledge  of  my  wholehearted  support  in  all  phases  of  your 
activities .

The  placement  of  qualified  physically  handicapped  persons  in  gainful 
employment  is  of  paramount  importance  to  all  Pennsylvania  citizens, 
because  the  disabled  are  a distinct  segment  of  our  human  resources,, 

Most  of  the  responsibility  for  promoting  jobs  for  the  disabled  has  rested 
with  the  Governor's  Committee  on  Employment  of  the  Handicapped  but  it  is 
becoming  increasingly  apparent  that  all  groups  and  individuals  within  our 
Commonwealth  must  help  with  this  arduous  task  on  a year-round  basis. 

This  is  especially  important  when  you  stop  to  realize  that  the  number  of 
physically  handicapped  persons  is  growing  each  year,  growing  at  a much 
faster  rate  than  we  are  able  to  rehabilitate  them  or  return  them  to  self- 
sustainment. 

We  can  all  understand  that  this  is  necessary  because  each  year  in  Penn- 
sylvania alone  some  60,000  persons  are  injured  seriously  through  industrial 
or  public  accidents  or  disease.  Of  this  number  approximately  15,000  will 
be  unable  to  return  to  their  jobs  or  to  enter  their  chosen  vocations.  These 
disabled  individuals,  injured  and  unemployed,  ask  that  they  be  given  prep- 
aration for  an  opportunity  to  work.  We  must  make  certain  that  every  pos- 
sible service  and  facility  is  offered  to  the  physically  handicapped.  It  not 
only  is  our  responsibility  but  our  special  duty  to  help  the  less  fortunate  and 
we  must  press  to  this  end  with  all  our  energies. 

In  addition  to  the  humanitarian  cause,  the  rehabilitation  and  ultimate 
placenent  in  jobs  of  the  disabled  is  even  more  important  from  the  financial 
angle.  It  actually  is  not  an  expenditure  but  provides  a savings  to  the  public 
because  once  a disabled  person  is  rehabilitated  he  becomes  a tax  payer  in- 
stead of  a tax  consumer  and  within  ten  years  repays  his  cost  of  rehabilita- 
tion through  taxes.

While  our  Bureau  has  a major  responsibility  for  the  actual  placement 
of  the  handicapped,  we  appreciate  that  little  could  be  accomplished  with- 
out the  splendid  cooperation  we  receive  from  the  State  Bureau  of  Voca- 
tional Rehabilitation,  the  State  Council  for  the  Blind,  the  Veterans  Ad- 
ministration, the  Veterans  Employment  Service,  the  labor  unions,  the 
fraternal  organizations,  employers,  of  course,  and  the  many  other  fine 
citizens  who  gave  their  time  and  effort  to  this  work.

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STATE  = WIDE  PROMOTION  AND  RESULTS 

While  preparing  for  1954  NEPH  Week,  and  during  the  Week,  fifty-eight  Local 
Committees  sponsored  about  200  special  meetings  or  special  talks  for  the  purpose 
of  stimulating  intere st.  These  meetings  and  talks  were  attended  by  14,321  persons. 
Almost  3,000  minutes  were  donated  by  the  various  radio  stations,  exclusive  of 
nation-wide  hookups.  This  was  about  double  the  amount  granted  in  1953.  There 
has  also  been  a substantial  increase  in  the  newspaper  space  donated  for  this 
promotion.  This  comprised  more  than  6,300  inches  in  1954. 

During  NEPH  Week,  October  3 - 9,  the  week  prior  thereto,  and  the  two  sub- 
sequent weeks,  857  handicapped  per  sons  were  placed  in  employment.  This  com- 
pares favorably  with  19  53,  when  placements  of  all  types  were  much  easier  to  make. 

One  important  phase  of  publicity  has  been  the  interest  shown  by  public  officials . 
In  1954,  83  Mayors  and  Burgesses  issued  proclamations  requesting  the  public  to 
cooperate  with  the  various  Local  Committees  and  other  placement  agencies  in  order 
to  locate  employment  for  those  who  possess  some  type  of  handicaps.

Promotional  Activities 


The  Bethlehem  Committee,  consisting  largely  of  Personnel  Managers 
or  employers,  agreed  to  visit  personally  the  employers  in  the  Bethlehem 
area  for  the  purpose  of  soliciting  job  openings  for  handicapped  workers. 
According  to  the  plan,  100  employers  are  to  be  visited  each  year.  Mem- 
bers were  given  lists  of  handicapped  persons  with  pertinent  information 
concerning  ability,  education,  experience,  etc.,  so  that  they  can  sell  the 
handicapped  worker  to  employers.  Current  lists  of  handicapped  persons 
are  prepared  periodically  so  the  members  can  do  this  job  effectively. 

While  not  a part  of  NEPH  activities,  the  Reading  and  Berks  County 
Committee  conducted  a Foremen's  Conference  at  Wyomissing  Industries 
on  the  subject  of  handicapped  workers.  The  Conference  was  conducted 
by  Dr.  Arthur  N.  Ericksen,  Medical  Director  of  Wyomissing  Industries 
and  one  of  the  Vice  Chairmen  of  the  local  committee.  The  attendance 
was  200. 

According  to  the  Greater  Wilke s =Barre  Committee,  a subcommittee 
on  Contacts  arranged  for  20  local  employers  (all  members  of  the  general 
committee)  to  make  personal  and  telephone  contacts  with  their  fellow  em- 
ployers to  solicit  jobs  for  handicapped  workers  and  to  point  out  their  own 
personal  success  in  employment  of  the  handicapped.  Approximately  250 
contacts  were  made  by  this  subcommittee  which  reflected  an  appreciable 
number  of  placements. 


The  East  Stroudsburg  Committee  on  Employment  of  the  Handicapped  used  a novel  method  to  publicize  National 
Employ  the  Physically  Handicapped  Week  as  will  be  shown  in  this  photograph,  by  the  use  of  streamers  and  posters 
on  the  locomotive  of  Monroe  Yoiture  923,  Forty  and  Eight,  which  was  in  the  parade  celebrating  Fire  Prevention 
Week. 
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The  Williamsport  and  Lycoming  County  Committee  has  devised  a plan 
providing  for  the  organization  of  four  2 -man  teams,  each  consisting  of  an 
employer  and  one  of  his  own  handicapped  workers.  Each  team  appears 
before  certain  community  groups  and  gives  talks  on  the  problems  involved 
in  finding  suitable  employment  for  handicapped  workers  and  techniques 
used  to  solve  their  problems.  The  plan  met  with  tremendous  success, 
requests  being  received  for  at  least  a month  afterwards  asking  for  appear- 
ances before  groups  not  originally  scheduled. 

To  further  indicate  the  increasing  work  being  done  by  local  committees, 
we  are  reproducing  a portion  of  the  report  received  from  the  DuBois  Com- 
mittee: "During  the  year,  committee  members  contacted  approximately  85 
employers  to  solicit  job  openings  and  enlist  cooperation.  These  contacts 
were  a contributing  factor  in  our  being  able  to  place  74  handicapped  people 
during  this  period." 

The  Greater  Johnstown  Committee  reports  that  their  committee  is 
especially  interested  in  the  proposed  State  Rehabilitation  Center  to  be 
built  in  Johnstown.  In  view  of  this  development,  and  in  view  of  the  ex- 
press interest  in  handicapped  material,  the  Committee  is  convinced  that 
a great  opportunity  is  presented  for  keeping  the  problem  of  the  handi- 
capped before  the  community  - on  a year-round  basis.  With  that  in  mind. 
Chairman  Arestad  offers  the  services  of  the  committee  in  any  capacity  in 
which  it  can  be  of  use  to  the  State  officials  responsible  for  establishing 
this  Rehabilitation  Center. 

In  addition,  he  has  (1)  added  the  research  function  to  the  duties  of  the 
Radio  and  Television  Committee,  appointed  to  that  committee  the  presi- 
dent of  the  local  lodge  of  the  AFPH  and  the  PSES  labor  market  analyst, 
and  directed  the  chairman  of  that  committee  to  proceed  with  a survey  of 
the  area  handicapped;  (2)  divided  the  Speakers'  Committee  into  county 
and  city  sections  and  is  contacting  prospects  to  chair  the  city  section, 
with  the  intention  of  having  this  committee  engage  in  a twelve -month  pro- 
gram of  speeches;  and  (3)  asked  the  chairmen  of  the  other  committees  to 
be  alert  for  opportunities  to  carry  on  year-round  activities  in  their  par  = 
ticular  spheres. 


This  exhibit  of  the  wide  assortment  of  useful  articles 
made  by  severely  handicapped  persons  was  on  dis- 
play at  the  Johnstown  Area  Medical  Office  of  the  UMV/ 
Welfare  and  Retirement  Fund,  423  Main  St.,  during 
NEPH  Week.  Joe  Andrakso,  a member  of  the  medical 
office  staff  and  also  Secretary  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Department  of  AFPH,  is  inspecting  the  handicraft 
work. 
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The  Monongahela  Valley  Committee,  with  headquarters  in  Charleroi, 
reports  that  a total  of  one  hundred  forty  priests,  ministers,  and  rabbis 
were  contacted  by  mail  prior  to  NEPH  Week  with  a request  that  they  make 
an  announcement  concerning  the  meaning  and  purpose  of  the  Week  at  some- 
time during  their  sermons  on  October  3,  1954.  They  were  further  re- 
quested, if  possible,  to  devote  some  portion  of  their  sermon  time  to 
subjects  relating  to  the  fundamentals  of  this  program.  An  estimated  total 
of  seventy-five  church  bulletins  carried  mention  of  the  Week.  An  announce- 
ment from  the  pulpit  was  made  in  virtually  every  church  contacted  with 
respect  to  this  means  of  publicizing  NEPH  Week.  In  addition,  a considera- 
ble number  of  the  Clergy  devoted  the  major  part  of  their  sermon  for  October 
3 to  some  theme  closely  related  to  employment  of  the  handicapped. 

The  Connellsville-Scottdale  Committee  reports  that  the  results  of  the 
publicity,  planning  and  campaigning  have  proven  that  the  efforts  of  the  local 
committee  have  definitely  brought  before  the  general  public  the  advantages 
of  hiring  the  physically  handicapped.  This  has  also  aided  in  bringing  to  the 
public  the  services  that  are  given  by  the  Pennsylvania  Bureau  of  Employ- 
ment Security  and  other  agencies  and  the  part  they  play  in  the  community. 

At  no  time  before,  during,  or  since  the  closing  of  "NEPH  Week"  did  one 
individual  decline  to  assist  with  the  program  and  aid  any  of  those  physi- 
cally handicapped  that  could  be  placed  in  employment.  It  is  felt  by  the 
committee  and  those  assisting  the  local  committee  that  due  to  the  fact  that 
there  was  quite  a retrenchment  in  the  hiring  of  regular  employees,  and  due 
to  so  many  people  laid  off,  there  were  fewer  placements  and  pledges  received.

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Displays  and  Exhibits 

The  Upper  Darby  Committee  reports  an  interesting  window  display. 
This  display  showed  a large  scale  with  a worker  on  one  side,  over -balanc- 
ing his  wheel-chair  which  is  placed  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  chair.  The 
caption  at  the  foot  of  the  scale  reads,  "A  Person’s  Ability  Outweighs  His 
Disability."  Lettering  on  the  background  wall  says,  "National  Employ  the 
Physically  Handicapped  Week,  October  3 - 9." 


The  Harrisburg  Committee,  through  the  efforts  of  the  Tri-County 
Crippled  Children’s  Association,  designed  several  placards  in  a combin- 
ation  of  red,  blue,  and  gold  colors.  These  were  in  distinctive  lettering 
and  supplemented  by  three  glossy  photographs  of  visually  handicapped 
persons  taken  at  work  in  local  industries.  They  were  prominently  dis- 
played in  the  windows  of  downtown  stores. 

The  Erie  Committee  arranged  a 30-minute  TV  program  which  in- 
cluded representatives  from  the  local  Medical  Association,  Zem  Zem 
Hospital,  Erie  County  Crippled  Children’s  Society,  Erie  School  District, 
Bureau  of  Rehabilitation,  and  the  Pennsylvania  State  Employment  Serv- 
ice. A rehabilitated  young  man,  around  whom  the  program  was  developed, 
had  fallen  out  of  a tree  and  broken  his  back  at  the  age  of  thirteen.  Since 
that  time,  the  afore  said  agencies  had  cooperated  with  each  other  in  the 
process  of  rehabilitating  him  to  the  stage  where  he  is  now  able  to  accept 
suitable  employment.  This  was  a well  presented  portrayal  of  the  trials 
of  this  young  man  as  the  result  of  his  accident  and  the  cooperative  com- 
munity spirit  that  was  responsible  for  his  rehabilitation.

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Counseling  Panels  and  Clinics 

An  interesting  report  from  South  Philadelphia  describes  the  operation  of 
their  counseling  panels . During  NEPH  Week,  such  panels  were  scheduled  on 
Monday,  Tuesday,  and  Wednesday  from  10:00  a.m.  to  noon,  andl:30  to4:00p.m. 
Invitations  were  sent  to  all  members  of  the  local  committee  and  to  selected 
employers  to  attend  these  panel  sessions.  These  panels  consisted  of  Employ- 
ment Service  Counselor s , Veterans  EmploymentRepresentatives,  Employer 
Relations  Representatives  , Refer  ral  Inter  viewer  s , repre  sentative  s of  the 
Bureau  of  Rehabilitation  and  the  Department  of  Public  Assistance  , and  employ- 
ers. All  of  the  handicapped  applicants  in  the  Active  File  were  called  in  and 
given  re -interviews  and,  when  possible , referrals  to  employers  by  the  Refer- 
ral Inter  viewer  s and  Counselors.  In  cases  of  hard-to-place  handicapped 
applicants,  where  the  Interviewer s could  not  make  a referral,  they  were  refer- 
red to  the  Counselor  s who  in  turn  scheduled  these  applicants  for  the  panels. 

The  Scranton  Committee  reports  that  the  Veterans'  posts  have  set  up  a 
clinic  to  be  held  in  the  Employment  Service  Office  once  a month.  Repre- 
sentatives of  various  posts  will  meet  with  specially  selected  disabled 
veterans  who,  in  person,  will  present  their  problems.  The  Veterans  Em- 
ployment Representative,  Counselor,  and  Manager  of  the  office  will  confer 
with  this  group  after  a vocational  objective  will  be  achieved.  Management 
will  be  contacted  by  the  members  of  the  group  for  job  solicitation.  When 
openings  have  been  developed,  these  solicitors  will  report  to  the  Veterans 
Employment  Representative  for  referral  and  follow-up. 

Chester  reports  the  following:  Monthly  panels  continue  to  be  held  each  month 
with  approximately  five  handicapped  cases  presented  at  each  panel.  A recent 
case  pre sented  to  one  of  the  panels  aroused  so  much  interest  among  the  panel 
members  that  the  case  has  been  presented  to  the  Chester  Rotary  Club  as  a 
projectfor  placement,  and  the  Club  has  further  accepted  the  responsibility  to 
see  to  it  that  this  man  and  his  family  will  have  a very  enjoyable  Christmas. 


Although  blind,  Lawrence  Nesi  of  the  Scranton 
Local  Office  is  a telephone  contact  repre- 
sentative and  considered  one  of  their  top  em- 
ployees. 


Proving  that  physical  handicap  is  no  deterrant  to  a capable 
worker,  Metro  Warischalk  of  Forrestville  has  become  an  expert 
watch  repairman.  With  equipment  furnished  by  the  Pennsylvania 
Bureau  of  Rehabi litati on,  Metro  has  his  shop  in  his  living  room. 
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Placements 

The  Frankford  Committee  reports  that  as  a result  of  the  handicapped 
clinics  the  Committee  was  instrumental  in  making  arrangements  to  set  up 
a blind  World  War  II  Veteran  in  business,  operating  a gasoline  and  service 
station,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  American  Oil  Company.  The  Local 
Office  was  also  successful  in  placing  two  veterans  to  help  operate  this 
station. 


This  interesting  comment  comes  from  Uptown  Philadelphia:  "In  spite 

of  general  decrease  of  placements  in  today's  labor  market,  this  office  did 
as  well  in  placing  the  handicapped  this  year  as  it  did  last  year.  This  was 
probably  due  to  NEPH  WEEK  publicity  and  the  awareness  of  Interviewers 
reflecting  conscientious  placement  drive,  and  through  an  intense  program 
in  which  constant  telephone  and  field  solicitation  was  made." 


The  Berwick  Committee  reports  that  committee  members  visited  111 
employers  to  enlist  cooperation  in  this  program  and  to  solicit  job  openings. 
These  visits  resulted  in  the  receipt  of  four  openings  for  handicapped  work- 
ers and  the  placement  of  four  applicants.  In  addition,  assurances  were 
received  from  six  firms  that  handicapped  registrants  would  be  given  con- 
sideration when  openings  occurred. 


From  Bedford  comes  the  report  that  27  personal  contacts  were  made 
by  members  of  the  committee  (a  rather  small  committee)  to  solicit  job 
openings  for  the  handicapped,  resulting  in  two  placements.  The  committee 
members  will  continue  to  contact  employers  for  the  purpose  of  placing 
handicapped  individuals  with  the  aid  of  the  local  State  Employment  Office.

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Re  search 

The  Allentown  Committee  reports  that  a research  committee,  headed 
by  Dr.  John  T.  Shuman,  Director  of  Vocational  and  Adult  Education,  ex- 
pects to  conduct  a survey  of  (1)  handicapped  persons  needing  rehabilitation 
or  placement  service,  (Z)  community  and  vocational  training  facilities 
available,  and  (3)  job  opportunities  needed  for  present  unemployed  work- 
ers . 


The  Pittsburgh  Committee  reports  a survey  of  the  laundry  industry 
during  1954.  Jobs  were  examined  to  determine  whether  greater  utilization 
of  handicapped  workers  could  be  made.  Job  analyses  and  physical  apprais- 
al studies  were  prepared  on  selected  jobs  in  the  laundry  industry.  When  all 
of  these  preliminaries  had  been  completed,  a meeting  was  held  with  mem- 
bers of  the  laundry  industry.  A similar  survey  is  being  made  of  workers 
employed  by  the  Greater  Pittsburgh  Milk  Dealers  Association  but  the  results 
are  not  as  yet  available.

National  Employ  the  Physically  Handicapped  Week  (Now  there's  a week  that 
ought  to  be  observed  the  year  around)  . . , Fire  Prevention  Week  (Another 
week  that  needs  all-year  observance  ) . . . And  in  Clearfield  it's  Community 
Chest  Week  (Important  to  every  citizen  and  especially  to  parents  who  have 
the  future  of  their  children  at  heart)  ..."
